WORLD S FA IR EXTRAVAGANCE. 
W a s h in g to n , Feb. 
7. — For three 
hours Friday afternoon and up to the 
time of final adjournment the National 
commission of the world’s fair was on 
trial before the 
House. 
Chairman 
Candler had again brought to the front 
his resolution slashing salaries, ignor­ 
ing the director-general and limiting 
the meetings of the National board and 
ladies’ board. 
Mr. Flower (N. Y.) said that the de­ 
sire of the committee on the quadricen­ 
tennial was to make the country un­ 
derstand that the committee was in 
favor 
of 
economy in 
Government 
expenditures 
connected 
with 
the 
fair. 
He 
recited 
at 
length 
the 
condition of affairs found 
in Chi­ 
cago by the Candler committee. 
I t 
found a large number of committees, 
each with its own powers, each organ­ 
ized on un extravagant basis. 
It found 
that there were two National commis­ 
sions, one of 115 men and the other of 
115 women. It was the universal senti­ 
ment of Chicagoans prominently con­ 
nected with the management of the fair 
that if the National commissioners’ 
expenses 
went 
an 
as 
they 
had 
begun there would 
be 
but 
little 
left 
of 
the 
Government 
appro­ 
priation 
for 
legitimate 
uses. 
Ha 
said in justice to the success of the 
great enterprise, in justice to the men 
in Chicago who had raised $10,000,000 
for it, tl$'. extravagance ought to stop, 
and so the committee had unanimously 
agreed to oppose any appropriation 
that would provide means for a contin­ 
uance of such extravagance. 
Mr. Wilson (W. Va.) questioned the 
efficiency of the National commission 
in the expenditure 
of 
Government 
money and criticised the salaries paid 
to the officials. The total amount of 
the 
salary 
list 
was 
568,450, 
and 
under 
the 
authority 
given 
the 
commission to 
increase 
the 
num­ 
ber of appointees as the fair grew 
the salaries would swell until they 
swamped the Government appropria­ 
tion. The report of the world’s fair 
committee wa9 that 
these 
salaries 
should be cut down, 
lf the United 
States assumed to run the commission 
by paying its own commissioners it 
would be morally bound to make up 
any deficiency that might occur. 
Mr. Breckinridge (Ky.) defended the 
action of the committee on appropria­ 
tions in reporting the paragraphs pro­ 
viding for the expenses of the commis­ 
sion. 
It was the duty of Congress to 
m ake the fair a success, not a failure, 
and he, as a m em ber of the committee 
on appropriations, had felt it to be his 
duty to concur in tho recommendation 
of the appropriations which had been 
made. 
Mr. Taylor (HL) said that what Chi­ 
cago wished was to be let alone. This 
was not a Chicago fair, not an Illinois 
fair; it was an international fair; 
but 
gentlemen 
did 
not 
seem 
to 
understand 
that 
this 
was 
a fair to commemorate the discov­ 
ery of America. 
It would be a disgrace 
to the Nation after inviting foreigners 
to come to the exposition to turn those 
foreigners over to a local board. They 
should be met by men appointed by the 
Government and acting for the Govern­ 
ment. The Government should stand 
by its act. 
Mr. Butterworth (O.), in opposition 
to the substitute, said that the United 
States was committed to the world to 
a certain thing, no m atter through 
what instrumentality. The faith of the 
country was pledged. The fair would 
result in advantage to Chicago, but it 
would also resuit in the glory of 
this Republic. 
It was not a local 
fair or a State fair; it was a National 
lair in the proudest and best sense. The 
centennial exposition had been of the 
greatest benefit to the country. 
Mr. 
Butterw onh spoke of the unexampled 
work Chicago hod done in raising S ll,- 
000,000. 
No city in the world had done 
such a thing before. 
It represented 
SIO for every human being in Chi­ 
cago. Chicago, deeply anxious for tho 
success of the 
fair, 
had gone far 
beyond reasonable efforts. 
She had 
agents in Japan, in South America and 
all over the world aiding and making 
the fair a sneeess. 
In glowing terms 
he described what the fair would ac­ 
complish as an educational factor and 
as showing the advance of centuries. 
He insisted that the Candler' conv 
mittee 
report 
was 
largely 
criti­ 
cism of 
trouble that 
had 
passed. 
Th® cogs had not moved smcothly at 
first, but now white-winged peace had 
settled down and there was harmony 
and a single purpose. 
He defended the 
ladies’ 
board, or, 
as he styled it, 
the women's board, for he disliked the 
word ladies as un-American. 
He re 
ferred to the president of that board as 
a woman who would grace any court 
in the Old World. 
This closed the speech-making, and 
Mr. Candler thereupon formally in­ 
sisted for a vote on his amendment. 
Mr. Mason, of Chicago, made the point 
of order that the Candler amendment 
was not in order, as it was contrary to 
the rule providing that an appropriation 
bill could not be amended so as I > 
change existing law. 
Without, arguing the point the House 
adjourned.

Mora of tho Benefits Which, It rs Alleged, 
W ill B e Conferred on American Farm­ 
ers and Manufacturers by th® 
Brazilian Treaty. 


GOV. BOYD'S FIRST MESSAGE. 


H® Advises the Nebraska Legislature to 
Pursue a Conservative Course. 
L in coln , Neb., Feb. 7.—Representa­ 
tive hall was well fiUed Friday morn­ 
ing and the galleries w eioverflow ing 
with those anxious to hear the new 
Governor’s 
inaugural address. 
Th® 
message was listened to w ith respectful 
attention. 
Governor Boyd counseled 
wisdom, patriotism, economy and fair­ 
ness in the work of the Legislative 
body, and pledged his hearty support to 
any legislation in that line. 
He ad­ 
vised against any reduction of the in­ 
terest rate on account of the fact that 
this was a new State and in need 
of 
capital 
to 
aid 
in 
its 
de­ 
velopment, but urged radical legislation 
against usury. He strongly advocated 
a reform in the system of voting, 
founded on the so-called Australian 
ballot system, advising against th® en­ 
actm ent of sumptuary laws, and ad­ 
vised the Legislature to take the peo­ 
ple at their word in the late defeat 
of the prohibitory amendment. He 
discussed 
the 
railroad question a t 
some length, and presented the great 
need of regulation of the rate ques­ 
tion so that cheaper rate® might be se­ 
cured, but rather advised against a 
maximum rate law, and thought that a 
railroad commission elected by the peo­ 
ple could handle the question better. 
He recommended a liberal appropria­ 
tion for the Columbian exposition at 
Chicago. He suggested that Presidential 
electors be elected, two at large, and 
the others by Congressional districts. 


DI ED OF OLD AGE. 


Freeman ll. Morse, Who Was Consol.Gen­ 
eral at London Daring the War, Dies In 
London. 
L o n d o n , Feb. 7.—An American died 
at Surbiton Friday whose name is a1 
most unknown to the present genera­ 
tion, but who during our civil war 
was in the closest confidence of Min­ 
ister Adams and engaged in spotting 
the privateers set afloat by the hostile 
British shipbuilders. 
This was ex- 
Consul-General Freeman 
H. 
Morse, 
from Bath, Me. 
He came Utero in 1861 
as an appointee of Lincoln. He re­ 
mained in the office of the Consul-Gen­ 
eral till 1870, when he was succeeded 
by Adam Badeau. 
Morse never re­ 
turned to America after his rempval 
from office, but lived a retired life in 
England. He died of sheer old age, 
having reached 84 years.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 
W ashington, Feb. 7.—The m atter of 
Canadian reciprocity is getting an im­ 
petus from the practical 
beginning 
made with Brazil. 
There is no pro­ 
vision in the McKinley 
law which 
will 
enable the 
executive depart­ 
ments to conclude an arrangement with 
Canada. Congress must first show a 
pathway. Then Secretary Blaine will 
undoubtedly soon find a thoroughfare. 
The Unmistakable favor with which the 
Brazilian treaty has been received gives 
some hope that Mr. Hitt's resolution 
or something like it will be adopted 
this 
session. 
It 
merely 
provides 
that when it 
is 
duly certified to 
the President that the Dominion of 
Canada has declare I a desire to e Cab­ 
lish commercial union with th ; United 
States he shall app nnt three commis­ 
sioners to meet those who may be 
designated to represent the Govern­ 
ment of Canada to prepare a plan, 
which must be ratified by Congress. 
The Brazilian 
reciprocity 
treaty 
grows in favor. The more carefully 
the list of articles admitted free is ex­ 
amined the more comprehensive the 
treaty appears. The same is true of 
the articles on which the reduction 
of 23 per cent. is made. 
In diplomat­ 
ic circles the treaty 
is discussed 
with special 
reference to its bear­ 
ing on other countries. Brazil is in 
area and population by far the largest 
country in South America. 
It3 neigh­ 
bors can hardly afford to keep from fol­ 
lowing its course in making a trade a1- 
llncae with the United Staten Had the 
monarchy of Dom Pedro continued it ii 
possible the intrigues of the Euro­ 
pean Governments would have pre­ 
vented the consummation of any reci­ 
procity treaty. But the unfriendliness 
of the Old World monarchs and their 
tardiness in recognizing the Republic 
defeated its own purpose and made the 
Brazilian Government the more anxious 
to draw itself closer to the U nited States. 
In this country the treaty is looked on 
chiefly in the light of trade relations. 
In Brazil it is viewed more in its politi­ 
cal light as effecting an enduring alli­ 
ance with the most powerful Republic 
in the world. 
It means to Brazil that 
no reaction will 
ever restore mon­ 
archical institutions and no outside in­ 
terference will ever be tolerated. 
The effect of the treaty on other 
countries will be most marked in ths 
case of Spain. The rich Brazilian suErar 
plantations can now be worked profita­ 
bly, 
and 
Brazil 
can 
snpply 
a 
fair 
share 
of 
the 
amount 
con­ 
sumed in the United States should 
the 
Cuban 
m arket 
be 
shut 
off. 
In the course of three or four je a n 
this country would become independent 
of Cuba for its sugar supply. Spain can 
never afford to permit that.

creased duty it laid on flour and ether

be swept away and 
further 
con­ 
cessions made. 
If this be not dont 
Cuba will enjoy a free sugar mar­ 
ket in the United States for n>ne months 
only. The arrangement with Brazil, in 
justice to that country, will make it nec­ 
essary for the President to issue his 
proclamation directing the restoration 
of the sugar duty against such sugar- 
producing countries as have not coma 
to time. 
With free sugar the consump­ 
tion in the United States is certain te 
be enormously increased, so that the*** 
will be no lack of a m arket for th.

ailver, was not germane to the bill.

The vote was so close that it 
was not evident until tile last moment 
which side would be victorious. 
The House then took up for consider­ 
ation the world's fair paragraph iu the 
sundry civil bill. 
SENATH. 
W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 7.—In the Senate 
a resolution was presented by Senator 
Hawley (Conn.) requesting the Presi­ 
dent to furnish all correspondence and 
papers relative to Commander Iieiter’s 
conduct at San Jose de Guatemala in 
connection with the killing of General 
Barrundia and his action on this occa­ 
sion. 
The Senate resumed the considera­ 
tion of the House bill for the adjust­ 
ment of accounts of laborers, workmen 
and mechanics arising under the eight- 
hour law, aud was addressed by Senator 
Morrill (Vt.) in opposition to it. 
Sen­ 
ator Stew art (Nev.) argued in favor of 
the bill. 
The amendment reported from the 
committee on education and labor was 
read. 
It strikes out of the House bill 
the proviso that it shall be operative 
whenever the Court of Claims shall 
find that the work or service was per­ 
formed under any contract, express or 
implied, and the workman has been 
paid therefor the amount agreed upon. 
Senator Sherman (O.) said that he 
would vote for tho bill as it passed 
the House. 
He coiAidered it an ex­ 
cellent bill, recognizing as it did the 
general principle that eight hours were 
a fair day's labor, but not denying the 
right of men to work more hours if they 
chose. 
Senator Vest (Mo.) moved to amend 
by inserting the words "w ithout duress 
or coercion of any sort by any officer of 
the Government.” 
Senator Blair (N. II.) opposed the 
amendment and suggested the substitu­ 
tion of the words “undue influence.” 
Senator Teller (Col.) spoke in favor 
of the principle of the bill and opposed 
Senator Vest's amendment because it 
could not be shown that the men had 
worked under duress or coercion. 
Senator 
Ingalls 
(Ran.) 
inquired 
whether any estimate had been made 
of the amount involved in the bill. 
Senator Cockrell (Mo.) said that an 
estimate made by a distinguished mem­ 
ber of the House of Representatives 
gave the amount at SSO,OOO, OOO. Senator 
Vest said that Senator Morrill had 
given his estimate at $8,000,000, and 
that 
Secretary 
Whitney 
had 
said 
that for the Navy Department alone 
the amount would be $3,000,000. 
He 
knew that it was not a pleasant duty to 
oppose what was called a labor bill, 
It 
waa not a popular thing, considering 
the present condition of the country, 
but whenever the time came that legis­ 
lators were to give up their judgment 
on account of any consideration of pop­ 
ular favor, that would be the end of the 
Government and the end of sound legis­ 
lation. 
He was not prepared to come

Senator Reagan (Tex.) complained 
that the Senate was absolutely without 
information as to the amount involved 
in the bill.

As to the talk of duress, it 
was his impression that the Congress 
itself was habitually under duress— 
was habitually coerced by classes to 
do things that honest conscience for­ 
bade to be done. 
Senator Ingalls characterized the bill 
as a paltry, quibbling evasion of the 
real question at issue. 
By unanimous consent Senator Blair 
withdrew the committee amendment 
and offered as a substitute for the 
House bill the one passed by the Sen­ 
ate last Congress. 
It directs payment 
of a day’s pay for every eight hours’ 
work of Government employes since 
June, 1&68, when the eight-hour law 
was enacted. 
The Court of Claims is 
to adjust the claims on that basis, and 
no statute of limitation and no receipt 
for money shall bar th® right to re­ 
cover. 
Senator Dawes (Mass.) moved a sub­ 
stitute for that offered 
by Senator 
Blair. 
It directs the proper accounting 
officers of the Treasury to readjust the 
accounts of Government workmen on 
the basis of eight hours for a day’s work 
and appropriates the amount necessary 
for their paym ent 
It was agreed that the bill should be 
voted on to-day. 
Senator Dawes modi­ 
fied his amendment by striking out the 
appropriation and instructing the ac­ 
counting officer of the Treasury to re­ 
adjust the claims and report the result 
to Congress.

I t is a 
very sim ple ap p a ra tu s, easily m ade, 
easily m an ip u lated , a n d serves an ex­ 
cellent purpose.

wood box, 28x20x15 niche.! in dim en­ 
sions. Six inches from th e bottom there 
is a floor th ro u g h w hich th ere is an 
opening m ade, a b o u t th ree inches wide, 
across th e foot end.

Terrible Havoc and Suffering Caused by 
the Weapons of Africans. 
When we first encountered the tribes 
who fought with poisoned arrows we 
w ere not prepared to be greatly im ­ 
pressed with the danger, but we re­ 
ceived a severe lesson in August, 1887, 
during a fight with the Avisibba sav­ 
ages. 
Young fellows, inspired by the 
example of Lieut. Stairs, I? E.: rushed 
with brave homicidal intentions to the 
front, and tho tiny arrows sailed in 
showers past them, but some of them 
found their intended billets and were 
arrested quivering in anus and shoul­ 
ders. 
With contemptuous smiles the 
young men drew them out and flung 
them away, and some continued an­ 
swering the savages with rifleshots, 
while others sought the surgeon, bear­ 
ing with them tho arrows with which 
they had been wounded. 
When I he day’s tight was over of 
course we had more leisure to examine 
the missiles, and our anxiety was great 
when we observed that they had been 
freshly smeared with a brown, gummy 
like substance which omitted a subtle, 
acrid odor, with a suspicion of asafoetida 
in it. The arrow's seemed to have been 
plunged bito a pot containing a goodly 
quantity of a resinous substance, and 
twirled around in it and well soaked 
and then lifted up in a bunch aud cov­ 
ered over with a banana or a piece of 
phrymum leaf. 
(Quivers full of tho 
arrows showed us that tho weapons 
were considered by their owners to be 
dangerous, for those so smeared were 
tied together, head downward, and 
apart from the others. 
Yet the wounds made by these slen­ 
der aiTows were mere punctures, such 
as might have been made by finely 
pointed butchers’ skewers, and being 
exceedingly ignorant of tho effect, we 
contented 
ourselves 
with syringing 
them with warm water anil dressing 
them with bandages. 
In some instan­ 
ces affectionate men sucked their com­ 
rades’ wounds, to mako sure that noth­ 
ing of tim substance should bo left tc 
irritate them. 
In no instance was this 
method of any avail. 
All who were 
wounded either died after terrible suf­ 
ferings from tetanus, or developed such 
dreadful gangrenous tumors cs to in­ 
capacitate them from duty for long 
periods, or wreck their constitutions so 
completely by blood poisoning that 
their lives became a burden to them.— 
Henry M. Stanley in Scribner’s.

23 1-2 years; the average ago of all per­ 
sons who died In Barnstable, a rural 
county on the samu seaboard, was 37; 
In Franklin, an inland rural county, 
38 12; while the average ago of all the 
persons who diod in the island county 
of Nantucket during the thirty years 
was very nearly double the average 
age at deal Ii in Suffolk—namely, 4G.15. 
The Bailie reports show that the an­ 
nual death rate is uniformly higher in 
the densely populated counties than In 
the sparsely populated ones. 
Other 
causes besides density of population 
contribute to produce these striking re­ 
sults; but the main fact remains that a 
family which lives In tho country has a 
better chance of continuance than one 
that lives in the city. 
Moreover, lf the 
family history of the actual leaders, for 
the time being, in business and the 
professions in any Amerioan city, be 
studied, it will usually be found that a 
very large proportion yf them were 
country bred. 
Tho country breeding 
gives a vigor and an endurance which 
In the long run outweigh all city ad 
vantages, and enable tho well endowed 
country boys to outstrip all their com­ 
petitors.—President C. W. Eliot in 
Forum.

your petitioner! do pray that the govern­ 
ment of the United States loan to its cit­ 
izens its surplus moneys on the collater­ 
al security of stored tobaooo, that the 
same may be transmitted into active 
wealth, to the benefit of the people. And 
to yoar honorable body, be it remem 
bered, in furtherance, that besides the 
superiority of tobaooo over land os a 
canty, it has other and 
singular ad­ 
vantages both as a stored security and as

exchange.

people. 
Teen, moreover, tobaooo has the valse 
and lacks the bulk of cattle and pig-iror, 
which bulK would make the latter quite 
too expensive to store, and also tobaooo 
is already in so nearly universal use that 
11 oould be easily adopted as a medium 
of exchange. 
Nations have always 
sought sn imperishable, 
yet flexible, 
medium for use os money and tobacco is 
imoomparably more permanent than the 
dried traits which the ancients used, 
while at the same time it is equally flex­ 
ible. 
Shells, dried fish, o&tile, corn, 
sugar, and even pelts and skins have been 
money at times, but in the comparison 
they all suffer. 
Shells, like silver, are 
much less pocketable ti an paper and tb- 
baooo moneys. 
Dried fish would in 
summer become bo malodorous as to ba 
unpopular when retained next the per­ 
son, and cattle also would be difficult of 
man aal transportation unless the people 
represented ny 
your honorable body 
should perchance by practice become f eo- 
ocd Milos. Gorn and sa gar are easily 
oarried around, but the example set by a 
paternal government to its prohibition 
citizens woald be unbecoming, while as 
for pelts and skins, it has been folly de­ 
termined that the wool and hair indus­ 
tries have been sufficiently aided by the 
McKinley bill. Tobaooo, however, be it 
remembered by your honorable body, 
stands upon its own proud soil, it is the 
eminently American product, the *‘h*>rbe 
tabaco,” which the first voyagers discov­ 
ered and then oarried back the "joyful 
news out of the new founde worlde.” To­ 
bacco was "ye great staple” of the first 
oolony and mother of states of the great 
nation, which your honorable body rep­ 
resents. It bos for long been used both 
as a measure of value and a medium of 
exchange. To our Maryland and Vir­ 
ginia forefathers it was current legal ten­ 
der, the "dollar of our daddies;” and it 
may well be called the natural money of 
the American laboring mao. who strives 
after higher wanes, beoaase the first 
Amenoan "strike” in history was that to­ 
baooo "plant cotters,” who took that 
summary method of disposing of the gen • 
tral over-production and of raising the 
veneral price. And finally tobaooo is the 
avowed medium of that disciple cf the 
"ought ” the Bellamy Utopian, for ills 
the "peaca-making herb”; it creates sn 
Indian summer in the soal, the atmos­ 
phere of the millennium, through which 
rise in dim outline the glorious “CastI 
in Spam.” And may it please your hon­ 
orable body it the people exchange to­ 
bacco for gold and silver com, what is it 
but a revival of the well-known ‘ Art of 
Alkemy” ? Edward Fourth of gracious 
memory gave license to practice "the 
canning of transmission of metals to 
onr profyte and pleasure.” Good govern­ 
ment conserves what is oostly and of 
worth, and even Kink James in bis 
“CDUDter-blastfc” pronounced tobacco to 
be a “ preciont stinko.” So may it be re­ 
membered. finally, that to whomsoever 
shall before your honorable body decry 
the merit cr defame the virtues of the 
gieat lodian weed, this, the memoral and 
prayer cf your petitioner will ever come 
as a second counterblast 
And your pe­ 
titioners will ever pray, etc.
